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A BOOK DAYDREAM. 
BY HENRY WARD BEECHER. 
From the “ Independent.” 


Our house is empty, save only ourself and the rats and the mice that 
nibble in solitary hunger. There is no voice of children in the hall, no 
tramp on the stairs, no racket in the chambers, nor trembling and noise 
below. The kitchen clock has stopped. The pump creaks no more, and 
nothing sounds as it did, except the plash of the tide under the windows, 
the dull and ceaseless roar of the distant city, and the door-bell. People 
amuse themselves with that yet. But the camp is moved. The whole 
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tribe are in the country, ankle-wet in dewy grass every morning; chop- 
ping, hoeing, plantizg, fishing, or exploring nooks and strange new 
places. But I sit here, with no company but books and some bright- 
faced friends upon the wall, musing upon things past and things to come; 
reading a little, falling off into a reverie, waking to look out on the ever- 
changing beauty of the Bay, dipping again into some dainty honey-comb 
of literature, wandering from author to author to catch the echoes which 
fly from book to book, and, by silent suggestions or similarities, connect 
the widely-separated men in time and nature closely together. All 
minds, in the whole world’s past history, find their focal-point in a 
Library. This is that pinnac'e from which one may see all the king- 
doms of the world and the glory of them! I keep Egypt and the Holy 
Land in the closet next the winduw. On this side of them is Athens, 
and the empire of Rome. Never was such an army mustered asa 
library army! No general ever had such soldiers as Thave! Let them 
call their roll, and T will call mine. The privates in my army will make 





even the staff-officers of Napoleon’s grand army seem insignificant. Only 
think of a platoon of such good English yeomen as will answer to my 
roll-call. “John Milton!” “Tere.” A sturdy and noble soldier, 
better, though blind, than most men with the eyes. ‘ Thomas Hobbes!” 
“Here.” Ah! tough and hearty fellow, with thy sixteen-volume limbs 
“Francis Bacon!” “Here.” ‘George Herbert, William Shakespeare, 
Philip Massinger, Chaucer, Spenser, Johnson, Pope, Cowper, Dryden!” | 
—every one of them, and hundreds of others, their worthy fellows, are | 
on the spot, armed and equipped, and looking as fresh as if they had | 
received the gift of youth and immortality. Modest men, all; they 
never speak unless spoken to. Bountitul men, all;—they never refuse | 
the asker. I have my doubts whether, if they were alive, [ could keep | 
the peace of my domains. But now they dwell together in amity, and | 
all of the train in one company, and work for the world’s good, each in 
his special way, but all contribute! 

Charles I., John Milton, and Oliver Cromwell, these three heads lie 
together in my portfolio, without the shade of repugnance or anger! 
The silent Henry VIIL, and his eight wives, more or less, have domestic 
quiet now, though they touch each other. I can face the most arbitrary 
men of empire, without an anger-flash. Here are Charles V., and 
Francis I., the Medici, masculine and feminine, and old Peter the Great. 
Here are the dear old Port-Royalists, the sweet Fenelon, the plausible 
Bossuet! Now it is quite surprising how these men have changed. 
Not only are they here without quarrelling, without ambition or selfish- 
ness, but how calmly do they sit, though you pluck their opinions by the 
beard! I can dispute with Samuel Johnson with great success. He is 
as mild as Melancthon. I have had some sound words with Luther 
upon the sacramental question, but)I must do him the justice to say that 
he has never made an excited or fierce reply. On my left hang, highest, 
John Calvin, and lowest, Martin Luther, and between them,—-Theodore 
Parker! They have never touched him, though Martin looks as though 
he would grind him to powder. But there is peace here. Voltaire and 
Pascal keep good neighborhood. Orthodox and heretic are on good 
behavior. No kingdom ever had such illustrious subjects as mine, or 
was half as well governed. I can put my most haughty subjects up or 
down, as it pleases me without tumult or opposition. I can lead them 
forth to such wars as I please, and not one of them is deaf to the trum- 
pet. I hold all Egypt in fee simple. I can say as much of all the 
Orient, as he that was sent to grass did of Babylon. I build not a city, 
but empires, at a word. Pericles and Phidias look out of my windows, 
while I am gone back to the Acropolis to see what they have been | 
about. Old Michael Angelo scowls and Raphael smiles, as if my study | 
were the Sistine chapel or a stanze of the Vatican. The architects are | 
building night and day, like them of old, without the sound of a ham- 
mer; my artists are painting, my designers are planning, my poets are 
chanting, my philosophers are discoursing, my historians are spinning 
their dry webs, my theologians are weaving their yet finer ones, my 
generals are trooping about without noise or blood. All the world is 
around me. All that ever stirred human heart, or fired the imagination, 
is harmlessly here! My shelves are the avenues of timne. Cities and 
empires are put ina corner. Ages have wrought, generations grown, | 


and all the blossoms are cast down here! It is the garden of immortal | 


fruits, without dog or dragon. No such garden was Eden, in the past. 
It is the Eden to which the race is coming, that is, to see the true Adam 
and the true Eve. But there goes that much-abused bell—and with it 
my dream. 











THE CRIMEA. 


From “ Dunn Browne’s Experience in Foreign Parts.” 





Ah well, I have been to the Crimea, and seen camps and real armies, 
the “pomp and circumstance” of glorious war, (two days after the 
news of peace arrived,) slept at Sebastopol, picked up a broken bayonet 
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on the heights of the Malakoff, seen a great town roofless and in ruing 

and a country covered for miles and miles with cannon balls and broken 
shells. And one such sight is enough for a lifetime. But to particu- 
larize a little. We took passage in the British transport “ Tynemouth.” 
a steamer as I supposed from the smoke pipe and the puffing, but as our 
jovial old captain informed me “only a sailing vessel with a bit of 
screw in the stern just to assist in steering.” By making the most of 
her various means of locomotion we succeeded in running the three 
hundred and fifty miles or so to Balaklava in three days. The passage 
up the Bosphorus is the loveliest imaginable, one constant succession of 
picturesque villages, wooded promontories, quiet little bays, castles, 
palaces, gardens, groves, and cottages; just one of those delightful trips 
where one wishes all his friends were with him to share the enjoyment, 
The Black Sea, however, is dull and stupid as any other waste of waters, 
and right glad were we when it was announced at last that the harbor 
of Balaklava was in sight. Going upon deck, however, I found that it 
was visible only to the eye of faith, for not a break or cleft could I dis- 
cern in a long line of high white cliffs which rose like a hostile wall 
forbidding our approach. But when, after cruising off and on for an 
hour or two till our boat came off with permission from the admiral to 
enter the harbor, we approached at last that formidable wall, a narrow 
line appeared which widened and opened like the folds of a door into a 
passage just wide enough to admit the ship, and turning a tolerably 
sharp corner to the right, we found ourselves in as snug a little minia- 
ture pocket edition of a harbor as you will find in a year’s sailing. And 
crowded as it already was with shipping, our immensely long unwieldy 
craft found difficulty in getting a berth, and ran her bowsprit into the 
rigging of one vessel, and bumped her stern against another, a beautiful 
Sardinian steamer, destroying and producing a considerable amount of 
railing on her quarter-deck. 

Landing as soon as was practicable, we strolled through the streets 
of the extempore, California-like town of shanties, which lines the har- 
bor, climbed over several steep hills, and wandered about a couple of 
hours among the tents of the soldiers, entered several of them and even 
took a bit of a lunch with some jolly fellows of the eighty-ninth regi- 
ment, (English). Their shanties, which accommodate sixteen or eighteen 
soldiers each, are generally perhaps twenty feet long and fourteen wide, 
with a door at one end and a little window at the other, a platform six 
feet wide and a foot high, running the whole length each side, and a 
long narrow table standing on the ground in the space between, and a 
little stove beyond it at the further end, the clothing and accoutrements 
hanging all around. They have not many chairs, the platform referred 
to answering therefor as well as for floor and bedstead. On the whole 
the soldiers tind these residences very comfortable, certainly much supe- 
rior to tents in this respect if not so picturesque. The Sardinians and 
the French have very generally made little gardens about their huts, 
and planted evergreens, giving them quite an air of rustic beauty and 
elegance. 

We visited also the clean, comfortable Hospitals of the English and 
Sardinians, where the most admirable neatness and order reign through- 
out all the arrangements, and the sick and disabled are cared for almost 
with the kindness of a home. Even woman’s gentle hand was there to 
smooth the pillow, and her quiet step gliding among the couches, to call 
up visions of mothers’ and sisters’ care. Those Sisters of Charity, in 
plain dress of drab and closely-fitting muslin cap, have often seemed, no 
doubt, to those poor, mangled victims of bombshells and Minié bullets, 
like angels ministering to their sufferings. 

The roads throughout this region, from camp to camp, and from hos- 
pital to burying-ground, everywhere indeed, are truly excellent, and 
will be one permanent blessing bestowed by the Allies upon the country. 
Zeturning from the inhospitable shore, (no lodgings to be had for love 
or money,) to the hospitable bosom of our ship to rest for the night, we 
rose betimes in the morning and proceeded to walk to Sebastopol, eight 
or nine miles distant. We walked simply because we chose, (catch a 
free and enlightened American citizen doing any thing upon compul- 
sion). To be sure there wasn’t a horse or mule to be had in Balaklava 
even at the established rate of a pound sterling per day, and the rail- 
road built by the British doesn’t carry passengers, and cabs haven’t yet 
been introduced into the Crimea. 

All the way is one great camp. I had no idea armies occupied so 
much room. And very gay and splendid was the whole scene; the 
clouds of white tents, (I was talking about huts a moment since, but it 
would be too much work to describe huts for the whole army, to say 
nothing about building them,) the streaming banners, the vast bodies of 
infantry performing their evolutions, (it was a kind of review day and 
everybody was in the field,) the bright uniforms, the glittering bayonets 
and dancing plumes, the soul-stirring music, the splendid cavalry, the 
grim and terrible cannons, and above all the thought that it wasn’t a 
mere sham militia muster, but the stern reality of blood-steeped armies 
that I was looking upon, made the pageant of that day something to be 
long remembered. 

But impressive as was the sight of the living armies moving in 
stately pride before us, 1 was yet more affected by the vast cemeteries

that we passed, where repose the armies of the dead, the common 
soldiers with no records on their graves, in great inclosures surrounded 
by a deep ditch, the officers in small plots of ground, usually one for 
each regiment, inclosed by a neat, substantial wall, and planted with 
beautiful evergreens. Every thing is in good taste, the stones well 
wrought and of the best marbles, the inscriptions generally brief but 
many of them very affecting, I could not but notice how many youth 
had found their graves in the Crimea, “ Charles ———=, aged seven- 
teen, fell on the Heights of Inkerman.” “ Edward, son of Lord ——, 
aged eighteen, died of wounds received in leading his men to the attack 
upon the Redan,” and scores of similar inscriptions, we read, Nearly 
all the amputations and severe surgical operations were fatal to the 
sufferers, while the tough veterans survived to return home 
cripples, “honorably discharged.” A cannon ball lay usually at the 
head and foot of each officer’s grave. The extent of these “ camps of 
the dead” is feartul to look upon, acres upon acres, and square miles 
almost, all ridged into new-made graves, appearing in the distance like 
the furrows of newly-ploughed fields. 
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ON BOARDING WITH A PRIVATE FAMILY. 
From “ The Physiology of New York Boarding-Houses.” 


Very often, when circurnstances compel an individual to find eating, 
drinking, and sleeping accommodation among strangers, he coinpromises 
the Boarding-House question by securing lodgings with a private family. 
Probably he entertains a wholesome distrust of the Establishments to 
which our book is devoted, perhaps hopes for a nearer approach to 
domestic felicity for eschewing them. If prudent, however, he will re- 
ligiously avoid such tenements, as put forth advertisements offering “ all 
the comforts of a home” at low, or indeed any prices. For, as few per- 
ons receive boarders from inclination, it logically follows that the re- 
<.ources of those who are unable to cater for more than exe must be very 
stinited, and it is more than probable that they are simply cannibals, 
desirous of securing somebody to feed upon. You may in such houses 
find yourself a dish for an entire family; served up regularly at break- 
fast, dinner, and supper, and also fleeced to supply clothing for a brood 
of juvenile ogres. Domestic economy of this kind can be as easily imag- 
ined as described, and for this reason, as well as to shun the charge of 
invidiousness in selection, we shall not go into detail about it. We pre- 
fer rather a household of better quality—of which you have some pre- 
ceding knowledge, and where you consent to become “one of the 
family.” . 

Your landlord Brown—we choose that name as comparatively clear 
of libellous application—has, then, a wife and small family of three—-we 
will not take unfair advantage by supposing more. Perhaps business 
relations and mutual convenience have induced you to become his 
boarder. Mrs. B. is a prettyish woman, amiable, and well-meaning ; 
her children, a boy, a girl, and a baby. You possess that repugnance to 
and dread of all infants of tender years natural to unmarried men—ex- 
cept very mildly-developed ones, who, we verily believe, do succeed in 
getting up a timid sort of interest in them—but, apart from this, antici- 
pate a reasonable amount of comfort in your new quarters, and, for a 
short time, are not disappointed. Mrs. b. is anxious to please and be 
pleased, her husband, a good-humored, every-day-kind-of-man, and you 
popular with both. But, presently, certain disadvantages incidental to 
your position begin to disclose themselves. 

Being treated “exactly as one of the family,” it is tacitly expected 
that you will let pass, without a comment or objection, whatever may 
conflict with your own tastes and inclinations. Mrs. B.’s cookery is not 
worse than that of the majority of young wives married from Boarding- 
Houses—which is to say she knows nothing at all about it—and the 
Celt conducts herself according to her natural ignorance and proclivity 
to dirt—you must “ take things as they are,” and make the best of them. 
Little irregularities as to neal hours—always common where there is a 
baby who is apt to intimate his particular wants in a not-to-be-choked- 
off manner—family make-shifts and expedients, you can not suppose 
will be dropped or amended in consequence of your presence. Brown 
is used to them; you must become so. 

When breakfast is delayed for half an hour—you fidgeting all the 
time with thoughts of the store, work-shop, or office—you can’t be 
brutal enough to complain when you learn that * poor Mrs. B. did n’t 
get a wink of sleep all night, the child cried so,” nor would you be 
guilty of the discourtesy of commencing the meal in her absence. If 
you come down later than usual, and find reserved for you a mug-full of 
coffee, black, bitter as aloes, and boiling on the stove, a fragment of 
overcooked steak adhering to its plate through the medium of congealed 
grease, a patch of liquefying butter peppered with flies, and a sodden 
biscuit—why “ you can’t expect the things to be about all day.” Eat 
your breakfast in silence, and show your appreciation of “ the comforts 
of a home,” by not disturbing Bridget, who’s * washing up ” 

Mrs. L., too, and her husband have the occasional tiffs and differ- 





ences natural to the married state on unimportant questions, at table or 
elsewhere, when they appeal to your judgment. You are gallant and 
side with the wife, upon which Brown thinks you a humbug, and hints 
as much. Venture on the opposite line of conduct, with ever so guarded 
a proviso, Mrs. B. is ‘disappointed in you, as she thought you had a 
better opinion of the ladies.” So you hold your tongue, are considered 
sulky, and the boy and girl told not to go near you. 

These innocents, also, are scarcely a source of unmixed gratification 
to yourself and those about them, For the boy surreptitiously borrows 
your knife, breaks the smaller blade short off in endeavoring to whittle 
out a boat, and cuts his fingers severely—in consequence of which you 
get into disgrace with his mother. And the girl addresses you by an 
abbreviation of your Christian name—having heard her father do so— 
favors you with “sharp” answers, and announces the calls of your 
friends in a shrill yell up the staircase, You incline toward both dar- 
lings at first, but finding their affection become so rampant as scarcely 
to leave you a quiet moment, and the small coins at first received as a 
favor, soon clamorously demanded as a right, you endeavor gradually to 
break off—upon which they turn spiteful, and persuade Mrs B. that you 
are an undeveloped Herod. She would-like to&now what the “ poor 
children ” have done to displease you. 

Nor is this all. The Browns are sociable people, and give little par- 
ties. Mrs. B. has unmarried sisters, and young lady acquaintances, You 
enjoy yourself very much, and do not object “to see the girls home,” 
even though the distance be considerable. Perhaps exhilarated by their 
pleasant society, and wilfully unmindful of the fact that there is another 
young lady who claims the monopoly of such attentions, you propose 
stepping into Taylor's for an ice-cream or so. She hears of it, be sure, 
and you are tartly informed that if you go out for walks with Miss ——s’, 
she shall retaliate in company with Mr. Smith. (Smith is your rival, and 
you have a suspicion that his whiskers are more distingué-looking than 
yours.) 

Or, on rainy nights, the young ladies accept their brother-in-law’s 
protiered hospitality ; when, in consequence of limited accommodation, 
you give up your room to them, and sleep on the sofa. Bachelors 
apartinents are not proverbially tidy, and it is just possible that you 
have left certain unsealed letters, from Aer, in drawers, or the pockets of 
the old coat which serves you for a dressing gown. Of course you 
wouldn't for the world suspect the young ladies of reading them. Yet 
you think of Madame Bluebeard in the story, and are haunted with a 
lively recollection of particular passages in the said letters, wherein the 
Misses s’ personal appearance and demeanor are commented very 
severely upon, and such epithets as “ forward minxes,” “ bold-faced hus- 
sies,” applied to them. These reflections, combined with the hardness 
of the sofa, are quite sufficient to keep you in a vivacious state of unrest 
till the morning, when you make your toilet in the back kitchen among 
dirty plates, household utensils, and irruptions from Bridget. And, in- 
nocent as “ the girls” look when you bid them good-morning, you could 
swear they have counted the number of your dickeys, and know that 
your socks are awfully in need of darning. 

Brown, too, has his friends who sometimes stop all night, and, of 
course, share your bed. Perhaps they get to sleep first, and snore. Per- 
haps they never can do either, in a strange couch, and so lie tumbling, 
tossing, and kicking, till you become equally incapable of repose. e 
have had bed-fellows who couldn’t partake of “the balmy” unless in 
strange positions, such as on their backs, with their knees making a pyr- 
amid of the bed-clothes. We have also known them to moan all night 
like broken-hearted ring-doves. 

Mrs. B. returns her sisters’ visits, and occasionally stays a day or two 
with her mother. (Nobody could be hard-hearted enough to wish to 
keep her always at home.) During such absences, Brown and yourself 
are turned over to the tender mercies of Bridget, who don’t make the 
beds till the evening. Perhaps, by special order, she institutes a general 
clean up. In which case, on returning home, you find the floor of your 
apartment damp from a recent inundation, your hat in the shower-bath, 
your boots hung near the ceiling, your pipes, hair-brush, and tobacco-jar 
jumbled among your shirt-collars, and the rest of your property carefully 
put away in equally appropriate localities. You may, however, discover 
this in progress, and have the gratification of carrying the furniture from 
the passage into your room. Of Bridget’s cookery we shall say nothing. 
having already intimated that she is an Irishwoman, and therefore but 
one degree above the Hottentot zero of the culinary thermometer. 

You are also liable to the performance of the part of cavalier to Mrs. 
B., in accompanying her to theatres, fetching her home from balls, etc., 
when Brown—it’s just like him—won’t. This, of itself, would be no 
greac hardship, but there’s “your” young lady who wonders married 
women (with an emphasis on the adjective) “are not really ashamed of 
themselves ” to be seen at such places with gentlemen, and “ hopes their 
husbands’ eyes will soon be opened.” Your refusal, though veiled under 
never so ingenious a pretext, is perceived and resented by Mrs. B., per- 
haps by her husband. Or, on the other hand, youn—having no tendresse 
elsewhere—accord these attentions so readily as to excite his powers 2 
Between these two stools you will need to be a dextrous moral acrobat 
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not to come to the ground. We remember an instance in which-a hus- 
band’s feelings were so wrought upon by the fact of a boarder’s esquir- 
ing his wife from a party—which he himself had expressly declined 
doing—that they instigated him to taking his revenge on the hat of the 
offender. He was discovered, subsequent to their return, kicking it 
about the passage in a most vindictive manner. 

Now and then you may be weak enough to suffer yourself to be in- 
veigled into assisting at Mrs. B.’s Saturday evening marketings—the 
inducement, * choosing something you like” for Sunday’s dinner; the 
result—carrying the basket. Indeed, if you are of easy nature, there’s 
no knowing what may be required of you.

Should your coat or pants suffer in any of 
these operations, Mrs. 5, meets your application forrepairs with a laugh, 
calls you an “ old bachelor,” and commends you to Bridget, who, in her 
turn, thinks you're “ betther able to atthind to such matthers yerself 
thin she is.” 

When Brown wants to smoke, he naturally uses your cigars and 
apartment, hence you are suspected of inoculating him with low tastes, 
and seducing him from the bosom of his family. Unmistakable hints 
are thrown out as to the necessity of taking down the window curtains 
and having them washed, “ to get the smell ont,” and “ poor dear baby’s 
cough” is attributed to “that horrid tobacco.”

Prices oF EnGuisn anp American Booxs.—It is something worth noticing 
by the way, the wonderful difference in price, between the English and 
American editions of these and similar works. There is, for instance, 
Miss Mulock’s little collection of stories, “ Nothing New,” costs twenty-one 
shillings sterling in London, while here the price is fifty cents. Wilkie Col- 
lins’ “ Dead Secret ” exhibits the same disparity of price. 

“Little Dorrit” sells in the same way. A new cheap edition of “John 
Halifax” (published here at fifty cents), is announced in London at ten shil- 
lings and sixpence, or about two dollars and a half. An advertisement in 
an English paper before me announces a number of second hand copies of 
works for sale, among them I notice Charles Kingsley’s “Two Years Ago,” 
for four dollars, while Ticknor & Fields have published the same work for a 
dollar and a quarter. “ Aurora Leigh” ean be had at a bargain for two 
dollars. Anderssen’s book on Africa (a rare chance), for four dollars, Pro- 
fessor Aytoun’s “ Bothwell” only two dollars. Mrs. Oliphant’s “ Zaidee ” 
for two dollars and a quarter. Dr. Doran’s “ Monarchs Retired from Business,” 
two dollars and fifty cents. All these works are second-hand copies, and 
are thus offered as a rare bargain for book-buyers. Yet each one of 
them has been republished in this country, at not more than one-quarter the 
prices above mentioned.—N. Y. Cor. Boston Bee. 

The famous French periodical, the Journal des Savans, which is very 
nearly two hundred years old—an age perfectly astonishing in that unstable 
country across the Channel—is about to undergo a change in its destinies. 
The Emperor has decreed that, instead of being under the control of the 
Minister of Justice, as it has hitherto very unaccountably been, it shall be 
placed under that of the Minister of Public Instruction, to which, certainly, 
it naturally belongs. But this change will not in any respect modify the 
character of the Journal, and will rather add to than diminish from that ex- 
cellence which has secured it so high a place amongst the learned periodicals of 
Europe. The Journal has no editor, but is conducted by a commission, consist- 
ing of Messrs. Mignet, Cousin, Hase, Naudet, Moll, and other eminent members 
of the University and the Institute, and amongst its contributors are some of 
the_most distinguished savans of France.—Lit. Gazette. 
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An interesting magne of an old MS has been just made in the library 
of the foundation of St. Gallen, in Switzerland. It is headed “ Oratio,” and 
is, with little doubt, a manuseript presented about one thousand years 
ago, by the Duchess Hedwig, an Allemanian of great classical attainments, to 
her pupil, Burkard, on the oceasion of his quitting Hohentwil, aud entering 
the monastery of St. Gallen.—Jdem. 


Moritz Arndt, of Benn, in honor of whom a bust has lately been placed’ 
by the King of Prussia, in the library of that town, has just published a 
volume of poetical translations, which, @om their beauty and gracefulness, 
have called forth the warm commendations of the German press. They are 
entitled, ‘‘ Blossoms Gleaned from Old and Young,” and contain, in the first 
division, translations and adaptations from Callius, Tyrteus, Callistratus, and 
the Anthologia Greca; in, the second part, translations from Swedish, and 
in the third, from English and Scotch ballads. One of the most beautiful is 
Charles the Twelfth’s March, known by the Swedes as Stenbock’s March, 
from the field-marshal of that name who composed the words.—/dem.

Thackeray, Mr. Horace Mayhew, Mr. Charles Knight, Mr. Mark Lemon, Mr. 
Monckton Milnes, M. P., and Mr. Bradbury ; whilst the gentlemen who oc- 
cupied the mourning coaches were Mr. Douglas Jerrold’s eldest and youngest 
sons—W, Blanchard Jerrold, and Thomas Jerrold—Mr. Henry Mayhew, Mr. 
Copeland (brother-in-law of Mr. Jerrold), and the three medical men— 
Dr. Wright, Dr. Quain, and Mr. Cleveland—who attended the deceased in 
his last illness.

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During the short term of my life I will subseribe £5 yearly to avert 
national disgrace. If, as Mr. Howitt says, every man who has been delighted 
by Shakespeare will give only one penny, once for all, it will be done.

Joun P. Jewett & Co. send us a “ Panoramic Guide from Niagara Falls to 
Quebee,” by William 8. Hunter, Jr. This work which, in addition to a 
Panorama of St. Lawrence scenery, contains both pictorial illustrations and 
copious explanatory letterpress, “is intended to supply what has long ap- 
peared a desideratum to the tourist who visits Niagara and the St. Lawrence,— 
a Panoramic or Picture Map of all the most celebrated and picturesque points 
along this noble river. The Author has, through a variety of difficulties, and 
at great expense, finished the work which he contemplated; and however 
great may have been the task, the assurance and encouragement of many 
friends give him every reason to believe, that he will have no cause to regret 
the attempt of bringing before the public his Panoramic Guide from Niagara 
to Quebee. As the country embraced in the range of his illustrated scenery 
has been fully explored and noticed by other travellers, the Author has not 
deemed it necessary to add long descriptions of the different towns and vil- 
lages to his work. He trusts that his Panorama will be found sufficient, 
mainly, for the object in view; viz.: that of condensing much important 
matter within a very small space.

This work is particularly cal- 
culated to render the speaking of French easy to the American student, and 
is grounded on a new system of comparative French and English pronunci- 
ation. In his preface, the author says :—“ The most important point to secure 
in a modern language is, first, its pronunciation ; of this great desideratum, 
in French, we shall treat presently. Pronunciation being once acquired, the 
only effective ways and means we know for learning French, as a living 
language, are various practical exercises, which should be performed, if pos- 
sible, with both the aid of French and English text-books. LIlence, for 
teachers and learners, two very different stand-points, the first one of which 
—the French Part—is now our groundwork. The second part seems also to 
demand some exclusive, special studies and instruments,—a weighty subject 
with which we, here, can have nothing to do, but to state a fact that must be 
told. The use of English text-books, for translation into French, and for ex- 
temporaneous speaking Exercises, is not an easy one ; and so long as there 
are no proper books purposely prepared for it,—with notes, Various read- 
ings, grammatical explanations, and Key,—this kind of teaching will remain 
an impossibility for American teachers, and a real difficulty for all native 
French instructors. Therefore the best means of studying and practising the 
making of sentences in one word,—the speaking of French,—cannot be ad- 
mitted in schools, for the want of a school-book! But all French and 
American teachers can use a French text for the same purpose, and, indeed 
with great success, if it be the right reading, which alone will prove to work 
easy throughout the indispensable exercises described in a further page. A 
Frenchman does not speak like a book; and it is conversational style that 
should, first be the model: this is—at least by the light of logic and expe- 
rience—the straight road to suecess. All American students, who earnestly 
intend to master the French language, so as to make use of it in Europe, must 
begin in America, as the natives at home, with pronouncing and speaking 
like everybody, and finish with literature. Such arethe reasons which have 
determined us to prepare the present Part I. to these special ends. And it 
is, in fact, a separate work, where the reader will find not only a complete 
practical method for teaching and learning French pronunciation, but also 
over two thousand French paragraphs carefully selected for imitation and 
exercises in speaking—that is, as subjects of extemporaneous narratives, and 
as standards of the simple, unaffected idiomatic Paris style, in which they 
must be treated in usual conversation. And we verily believe, that the 
learner, with this double instrument, can both easily and thoroughly acquire 
a native-like pronunciation, and conversational style.”
